N ew York, Feb. 6— Boxing cham p­ 
ions, according to the accepted line 
o f reasoning, should be forced to d e­ 
fend their titles at least occasionally 
The N ew York Boxing Commis.-don, 
exercising jurisdiction over the sport 
in its most active field, attem pts to 
enforce the rule that a 
champion 
must defend his title at least once in 
each six months. 
The New \o r k Com miss ion has not 
succeeded, bedause 
it 
has 
been 
forced to admit its liability to make 
several o f the cham pions observe that 
rule. 


The rule is fair in theory and in 
principle, but it might be argued that 
i f cham pions should be forced t-» a c ­ 
tually prove that they arc cham pions, 
hallengers likewise should be forced 
to fight to showr their right to chal- 
cnge.

feeling, and that they wish to cherish 
the memory of men of such ideals 
and rare attainments as those pos- 
sessed by Mr. Wilson. 


The fiist excuse Riven at the Ger- 


man embassy at Washington was 
that the German government regard- 
ed the former president a's a private 
citizen and therefore did not deem it 
necessary to show any public respect 
for his memory., 


Finding how its announcement re- 


acted, the embassy then authorized 


the statement .that "It "having been- 
officially announced this afternoon 
that there1 will be general moarning 
for the late President Wilson after 
12:30 o'clock, the-Germany embassy 
will join the 'expression of the na- 
tion's mourningi by flying its flag 
at half-staff." 


The incident means more Chan it 


outwhrdly appears to. It yivos Amer- 
icans a direct insight into the atti- 
tude of the German government, 
which reflects the state of mind in 
Germany. 


It clearly demonstrates that Ger- 


many ivas a ppor loser in t'ae war and 
that" she still harbors

for 


America. No other construction can 
very well be placed on the incident. 


It portrays to this country a con- 


dition that no one imagined existed— 
at least to a very great extent. 


America has been Germany's best 


friend. Even now two of its foremost 
citizens are in Europe trying to bring 
order out of chaos and to help restore 
German economic conditions. 


Even while Germany's embassy of- 


ficers in this country were 
laying 


themselves open to violent criticism, 
American friends of Germany were 
making a stiring appeal before 
a 


committee of the. house of represen- 
tatives for un appropriation of fifty 
million dollars from this government 
to help the starving people of Ger- 
many. 


Citizens of the United Stales have 


already sent millions to Germany 
for relief work among the war sur- 
vivors and a campaign is being con- 
ducted at this moment to raise more 
millions to feed the undernourished 
and starving! children of Germany. 


In flic light of these facts, 
even 


though Germany <lid intend a stud- 
ied insult to the memory of America's 
foremost private citizen, which Amer- 
icans will not 
tolerate,

Indianapolis, Iria, Feb. 6—Three 


thousand s'teain boilers, are 
being 


used in the state without undergoing 
the 
semi-annual examination 
re- 


quired by Ian', according to Bejamin 
Bissel.Vhief deputy inspector of the 
state industrial board. 


These boilers endanger the lives 


of hundreds of workers daily, he 
says, although the loss of life from 
boiler explosions has been greatly 
reduced by the state inspection laws. 


There are 15,000 boilers in daily 


operation in the state. Nine thousand 
are inspected by insurance, compan- 
ies, and 4,000 inspections are made 
by the state boiler inspectors, but a 
part of these are follow-ups on in- 
surance inspections. 


The abnormal amount of new con- 


struction, the expansion of business 
and enlarging of plants 'has created 
an unprecedented demand for boilers 
Bissel says. 


Five lives were lost last year due 


to the explosion of defective boilers 
in Terre Haute Huntington and Bar- 
ber.

Though he goes to his tomb, by his 


own expressed wish, without pomp o- 
ceremony, Mr. Wilson's burial will 
lie the occasion for a world wide tri- 
bute such as few men are accorded. 


Wherever the American Hag flies 


over ship or on land, the funeral hour 
will be marked either by (he booming; 
of guns in salute, or by a period of 
silence as the chieftain passes by. 


Orders have gone from the 
war 


and navy departments here to every 
•man on shore or sea of the military 
and naval establishment, to pay this 
homage. In foreign eapitols, Ameri- 
cans exitel> for the time, will (bow 
their heads. 


Here in the country where he tow- 


ered so large a figure, the people will 
stop their ordinary pursuits at the 
funeral hour for two minutes of sil- 


ence. Every activity in the national 
capitol will be stilled for two minutes 
at 3:30. The only sound then will h< 
the voice of the bishop as he says "1 
am the resurrection and the life."
